Deaf-mutes everywhere have read 
much of late in newspapers about 
the splendid advertising that has 
been done for Southern California, 
through the use of emergency fund 
raised for the purpose of luring tour- 
ists as well as deaf-mutes to come 
out to California and shoot a tap- 
root in the earth, so to speak, that 
will hold them here. But there are 
two sides to every story. If one is 
really desirous of knowing whether 
or not California has been benefited by 
this advertising, perhaps the judg- 
ment of the deaf-mutes in ihe East, 
where the advertising has appeared, 
would be the best criterion. 

Some Eastern pipers, as well as 
our deaf-mute friends, have been 
severely criticising Southern Cali- 
fornia for its character of advertising 
it has been doing, challenging the 
patriotism of the people of this svetion 
and arguing that it is contrary to 
ihe spirit that the government be- 
lieves necessary to be maintained 
among our people.

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Another veteran in the profes- 
*ion of teaching the deaf has passed 
away. Prof. Abel S. Clark, who 
taught the deaf at tbe American 
School at Hartford for forty-eight 
years, died at his home in that city 
on Thursday, the 14th of March, 
at the ripe age of seventy-eight 
years. 

He retired from the active work 
of teaching a couple of years ago, 
but since then has rendered service in 
secular assemblies as interpreter and 
officiated at religious gatherings at 
various times. He interpreted at the 
funeral services of Dr. Edward Miner 
Gallaudet. 

He was a gradual e of Yale Uni- 
versity in the Class of 1867 While 
especially skilled in the use of the 
sign language, he was regarded as 
an expert in the teaching of speech 
and lip-reading, and is said to have 
been one of the first men in tbe 
United States to practice the art of 
instruction through tbe Bell System 
of Visible Speech. 

As a teacher, he was "strict" 
beyond the usual acceptance of that 
word, but nevertheless was a kind 
hearted man, helpful to the adult 
deaf, considerate of their feelings, 
wrapped up in their welfare and 
ever ready to respond to calls upon 
bis time and to lend assistance in 
their organized projects. In short, 
he had a scholarly mind, was an 
efficient teacher, a good and religious 
gentleman.

Apparently, the high cost of living 
has hit the bunch of Washington 
scribes, who were wont to keep the 
doings of the Washington deaf before 
the public. This one, however, has 
managed to swipe a few sheets of pa- 
per from the " office," and if he can 
lay hands on some guy rich enough 
to provide him with a three-penny 
stamp, this bit of news will soon be 
on its way to Editor Hodgson's 
sanctum. 

The fact is, however, the two most 
frequent contributors to tbe columns 
of the Journal, for, lo! these many 
years, have been very busy young 
men of late, and they have had little 
or no time to look after their side 
line. 

The population of Washington has 
been increasing at a tremendous rate 
since Uncle Sam set out to can the 
Kaiser, and tbe deaf colony has in- 
creased in proportion. They come 
from all points of the compass, and 
we have not been able to keep track 
of all of them. A majority of the 
newcomers are employed at the Gov- 
ernment's big print-shop. Several 
have found positions at the Treasury 
while others are scattered throughout 
the various Government Depart- 
ments. 

The writer called upon one of the 
Civil Service Commissioners not 
long ago, and he was received very 
courteously. Tbe Commissioner in 
formed him that there would be no 
discrimination allowed against the 
deaf in the matter of appointments 
of those who had passed the exami- 
nation and were otherwise quali- 
fied to fill the positions sought after. 
He stated that he would be glad to 
be informed of any specific case when 
a deaf eligible had been the victim of 
any discrimination, and that he 
would endeavor to rectify such an 
injustice. Therefore, if any deaf 
person feels that he, or she, has a 
just cause for complaint, he is in- 
vited to communicate such informa- 
tion to the N. A. D., 120 Sixth St., 
8. K. 5 Washington, D. C, and he 
will take the matter up with tbe 
Civil Service Commission, and also 
with certain Members of Congress, 
who are interested in seeing to it 
that the deaf are given a square 
deal by the Government. 

The Appointment Division of tbe 
Civil Service Commission told us 
that tbe greatest demand at the 
present time is for typewriters not 
necessarily stenographers, and any 
deaf person who is able to qualify 
for this position stands an excellent 
chance of appointment. The en- 
trance salary is from $1000 to $1100 
per annum, with a promotion to 
$1200 within a short time if the 
appointee makes good. Kxamina 
IS for this position are held 
every week in all of the principal 
cities. Appication blanks may be 
had by writing to the Civil Service 
Commission, Washington, D. C. (a 
postal card will do), and simply 
stating that an application blank for 
tbe typewriter examination is desir- 
ed. There are many other positions 
that the deaf could fill acceptably, 
but tbe chances of securing are 
early appoinment are not so good. 
Take an old timer's advice and fol- 
low his tip. It's the one best bet! 
Calvary Baptist Mission is still 
flourishing.

The Annual 
Christmas Festival of the Mission 
was held during Christmas week, 
and aside from the banquet, which, 
by the way, was far from being a 
Hooverized affair, the special fea- 
tures were a lecture by Mr. Drake, 
and recitations by .Mesdames Alley 
and Hill. Mr. F. H. Hughes occu- 
pied the pulpit one Sunday evening 
not long ago, and delivered an ex 
eel lent sermon.
